Sandburg say a lot about

the nature of courage and a lot
about what it means to be a vet-
eran, to have fought for one’s
country. To experience the heat of
combat is perEaps the ultimate
test of valor — a test our fighting
men and women now face every
day in the war on terrorism, in the
deserts of Iraq and the harsh
terrain of Afghanistan.

We are a nation at war, and
Congress and the American peo-
ple have rallied behind our armed
forces. We owe them an enor-
mous debt of gratitude for the
risks they take on our behalf, but
we own them much more than
that. We owe them our support
and respect upon their return from
the battlefield.

It was Abraham Lincoln who
reminded the country of its obli-
gation “to care for him who
shall have borne the battle and
for his widow and his orphan.”
Regrettably, Congress is poised
fo ?orget those who bore the bat-

tle, the widow, the widower and
the orphan.

To finance a huge and ill-timed
tax cut, the House recently passed
a budget resolution that calls for
gutting the Veterans Affairs budg-
et by $15 billion in benefits and
health care. It also calls for huge
cuts to Medicare and Medicaid,
two programs critical to the well
being o?mony veterans and their
spouses. The budget cuts also
threaten veterans’ education ben-
efits, vocational rehabilitation and
independent living programs for
service-disabled veterans.

This is wrong. It dishonors the
men and women who bravely
defended our freedom in prior
conflicts or those now in Iraq,
Afghanistan and elsewere in the
war on terrorism This is not the
way to treat Torrance resident Bob

Brigham, a World War Il veteran
and former POW: or Brian Ward
of San Pedro, a veteran of
Vietnam and former POW. And
this is not the way to honor the
memory of Marine Lance
Corporal Jose Gutierrez, from
Lomita, who was killed in action
in Iraq just a few weeks ago.

Honoring our veterans is a life-
long commitment, beginning with
the warm welcome upon their
return from war. It confinues when
we fly the POW-MIA flag, when
we care for our veterans and their
families and, ultimately, when we
lay them to rest with appropriate
remembrance and tribute.
